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I have been an employee of the U.S. Postoffice twenty- 
five years. While working in the Money Order Department, 16 
years ago, I was in contact with many boys selling papers in 
the lobby, who came often to my window to make change. In 
frequent conversation with them I found many could neither 
read nor write. This was an incentive to try and help the 
under-privileged boy. 

Our city schools at that time were not holding free night 
school, and we had no compulsory school law. Every one seemed 
to be doing something for the girls but the under-privileged 
boys of our city were not being looked after. My heart was 
touched by the neglect of these poor street boys. Many had good 
parents, but were too poor to educate the boy. He had to get 
out and work to help the family along. Many more had parents 
who didn't care, and many were on the street alone in the world. 
I thought in making a good man of a boy it would be helping 
girls too. 

I announced to the public that after my post-office hours 
in the evening, I would hold a free night school. Immediately 
Miss Eliza Warren of the Social Settlement, at lst. and Cherry, 
offered me quarters, which I gladly accepted. One stormy night 
in January, 1908, I held my first class, by candle light in 
the Social Settlement kitchen. Seated around an old broken down 
table, were five little boys, trying to take up the work that 
would help to make them good citizens in the future. This was 
the beginning of the Boys' Club. Тһе present superintendent, 


Lex Grant Nichols, was one of the five boys. In four months time 
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50 pupils had enrolled, eager to learn. At the close of school, 
May 30, 1908, I held a little entertainment for the boys, in- 
viting & few prominent citizens who had become interested in 
the work. One gentleman asked the boys to write their names 
for him. Thinking of one boy, who had & rather hard time to 
learn, I offered to sign his name. He said, "Oh, no, this is 
the happiest moment of my life, to be able to write my own 
паме. " 

The work advanced far beyond my expectations and while I 
was very grateful for the shelter given us, I realized the 
Settlement was overcrowded and it was best to have our own quar- 
ters. I decided to move the work uptown, where the newsboys 
could come in off the street and rest, and other boys could 
come and read during the day and evening, have quiet games, a 
story-hour, gymnasium exercises and educational classes. 

During my vacation in August 1908, I solicited 50 merchants 
who gave me $1.00 а month. I rented four rooms upstairs at 631 
1/2 Ohio St., and started Fall work, September lst, 1908. Many 
offered to help me and by the able volunteer assistance of Mrs. 
McIlroy Glenn and my daughter, Mrs. D.B. Shourds, we progressed. 
By Spring of 1909 many hundred boys had enrolled as members. 

Же outgrew four rooms and moved next door into eight rooms. By 
this time we had a piano, tools for manual training, eight drums 
and four bugles, and a military company ~ well drilled. Two 
rooms on the first floor were converted into a gymnasium; class 
rooms, library and office were on the second floor. We also had 


а summer camp. Our income was $800.00 a year. We had no paid 
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assistants and no debts were incurred. In 1910 the newly 
elected President, the late L.J. Cox, and the directors, think- 
ing the work worth while, decided to move to larger quarters. 
We took the old McGregor Mansion 414 No. 6th St., and hired 
a Superintendent from Boston, highly recommended and exper- 
ienced in Boys' Club Work. He remained with us until the 
first of the year 1911. The Club expenses at that time were 
high. Our Club house rent was $840.00 a year, a rented gym- 
nasium $900.00, superintendents salary - $1200.00; besides the 
upkeep, and salaries for other paid assistants. $5,000.00 a 
year was our budget, which went further then than now. We 
were doing fine until we learned our Superintendent from Boston 
had made debts to the extent of $3,800.00. The directors thought 
to close the doors. It seemed too much to pay off the debt 
and run the Club also, but instead we moved to smaller and less 
expensive quarters; the old Court-house, where we now are lo- 
cated. Two Charity Balls were given under the leadership of 
Mrs. Ray Jenckes and Mrs. John Lamb, for the benefit of the 
Club. The money from this source and all we collected went to 
pay off the $3,800.00 debt. The Club was kept going as well. 
During the War we did not solicit from our merchants, but 
existed on $235.00 a month which we had been receiving from the 
city since 1909. All indebtedness had been paid and the Club 


did not owe a penny. We sent 57 boys to the Army and Navy. 


After the War the Welfare League was organized and we were made 


one of the members. We are now receiving $255.00 a month from 


the Welfare League and $35.00 from the City, $2,000 less than 


our Budget was 14 years ago. This amount has not been sufficient 
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but we have been very thankful for this much. Our rent has 
been raised considerably but we have struggled along. Ye 
struggled before. 

In 1911 our Club was incorporated by our good citizens 
under its present name, &nd became & member of the National 
and International Boys' Clubs of America. 

In 1923, the Lions Club organized and became interested 
in Boys' Club work, deciding to sponser the under-privileged 
boy of our city. Later on the wives organized into the Lion- 
ess Club, to sponser the same cause. These two splendid or- 
ganizations have done wonders for the Boys Club. Last year 
they spent more than $500.00 in our work. They gave many 
parties, making camping expeditions possible, and cheering 
many little hearts. They have had rummage sales, bake sales, 
bridge parties, sold old newspapers and magazines--all for the 
cause. They gave us our first Christmas Tree last Christmas, 
1923; 

Mere words cannot express my appreciation to the Lions and 
Lionesses and the good citizens of Terre Haute, who have, 
through their loyal support, helped to make the work possible.

This I have given you is only a brief outline of the 
work done in 16 years. I could write page after page and 
then not tell you all. I have appreciated all the kindness 
shown me with a grateful heart. I have never worked for 
glory, neither have I anticipated it. I have only been glad 
God has given me strength to do my bit toward good citizen- 
ship in "my own home town." Our path has been dark and rugged 
and many times we have faced despair, but with a will and de- 
termination for the sake of the boys we have kept going, for 
we knew light must be ahead somewhere. "Right always prevails", 
and the Boys' Club work in Terre Haute was started in the right 
way. It is God's work and God's work cannot fail.

A 
song dedicated to the Theresa Helping Hand has been composed for 
the occasion. 
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"Monday afternoon there was a rehearsal at the club rooms, a 
store room donated by Marshall Lee. While it has answered the 
purpose of the club thus far, a small complete house is much 
desired, in order that the girls can be trained in every branch 
of housework. 

"Mrs. Max Bernheimer and Mrs. Bert Gates are faithful 
workers. They instruct in sewing. It is an interesting sight to 
see little girls, 8 years old, running sewing machines. 

"A number of flannelette gowns have been completed, labeled 
with an embroidered initial on the front. These will be worn in 
a scene in the play. The work shows great neatness. Every scrap 
is used, pincushions being made of them. 

"Mrs. H. F. Nosler and Mrs. May Woodard started the club. 
Mrs. Nosler discovered the need of such a training for girls of 
the north end in the course of her police work in Collette Park 
through two summers. She asked Мга. Max Blumberg to take the 
presidency, which she did, and has been the mainstay ever since. 
Mrs. Blumberg spends a great deal of time at the club and is very 
generous with her money and everything started. Mrs. Carl Wolf 
also is a worker. She fits in anywhere, playing the piano or in 
teaching. Mrs. Leon Stern has started a story telling hour for 
each Saturday. Mrs. Stern has the gift of interesting children. 
Mrs. George Krietenstein is another faithful worker at the Club.

The presence of 
Governor Ralston and other notables on the occasion of the first 
ball, and the elaborate Mardi Gras decorations and costumes, made 
the initial affair one of the most artistic affairs in the city's 
social life. 

"Since funds to carry on the altruistic work of this club 
was the goal, rather than that the ball should be an artistic 
affair, led the management to look to that end and eliminate the 
expensive accessories. It was most fitting that in these days of 
war and rumors of war the decorations be patriotic. The ballroom 
was effectively decorated with large flags covering the old rose 
draperies. In the center of the room was a standard filled with 
flags. 

"Mrs. Gulick, Superintendent, dressed in pure white, looking 
very happy, Stood at the entrance to welcome the guests. She was 
assisted by James M. Hoskins, president of the club, and Mrs. 

қ Hoskins, Mrs. John E. Lamb, chairman of the ball, and.Ben.. 
-Blumberg, one of the active workers. 

"At 8:30 one hundred boys of the club marched in from the 
east entrance of the ballroom where they were given flags and 
executed a grand march. People were moved almost to tears, at 
the sight of these boys in their poor garb, some lame and many 
with faces showing the lack of bathroom facilities. They 
presented a striking contrast with the beauty of the costumes of 
the ladies and the dress suits of the men. They boys, however, 
looked happy. 

"They sang with them, songs prepared for the occasion, and 
their 'rah, rah's' echoed through the corridors. They cheered 
for Mrs. Gulick, for Mrs. Hoskins, for Mrs. Lamb, and for Mr. 
.-Blumberg.. Their presence was quite the distinctive feature of 
the ball. As a civic investment, helping to keep the club up for 
these boys, the future men of the city, certainly was impressed 
upon those witnessing the grand march of these youngsters. 

"The leader carried the battle torn flag owned by General 
Charles Cruft, of this city, a standard carried by his regiment 
through the entire Civil War. Mayor Joseph Bell and R. Jarvis, 
head of the Federated Boys Club of Indianapolis, sent telegraphic 
regrets. Mr. Jarvis was detained owing to legislation in 
connection with the juvenile court. He promised to come soon and 
address the club. Lewis J. Cox, former president of the club, 
sent greetings from New York. 

ur "As they left the room the boys sang, 'Good Night, Ladies'. 
They were given a treat in the coffee room of sandwiches and ice 
cream. A number of young girls assisted in serving the 
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refreshments of sandwiches and coffee in the Hoosier Nook. Mrs. 
Harry J. Baker and Mrs. Herman Hulman acted as hostesses at 
large. The younger set of girls and boys were out in large 
number and had a grand time, for the floor was perfect and the 
music exhilarating. 

"Last year $700 was realized from the ball and this year it 
will probably be more. 

"Miss Millikin, of Hamilton, visiting Mrs. A. L. Pfau, was 
an out of town guest. Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, of Brazil, were with 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoskins.

| Local Club Was 
Organized in 
January, 1908

This year marks the gold- 
,en anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Boys' Club by Mrs. 

. Flora Gilman Gulick. Em- 
ployed at the local post office 
since 1899 in the money or- 
der department, she became 
interested in the boys who 
sold newspapers on the 
streets. These youngsters 
would come into the post of- 
fice and ask her for change 
and.advice. She learned that 
many of these underpriv- 
ileged boys could neither 
read nor write.

In frequent conversation she dis- 
covered that many could neither 
read nor write. The city schools 
were holding no free night schools 
then, and Indiana had no compul- 
sory school law. 

АП effort seemed to be stressed 
for girls and no one, according to 
Mrs. Gulick, seemed to be looking 
after the underprivileged boy. 

The heart of this kindly woman 
was touched by the neglect of the 
boys. She started a free night school 
after her postoffice hours. She was 
offered quarters in the poorer part 
of the city and one stormy night in 
January, 1908, she held her first 
class by candle light, seated around 
a broken down table and an old 
cooking stove, and with her were 
five small boys, trying to take up 
work that would make them good 
citizens of the future. 

One might say that "great oaks 
from tiny acorns grow" із true. 
In this instance one is reminded 
that this was the humble beginning 
of the Flora Gulick- Boys' Club, 
which now has an enrollment of 900 
boys with one of the first five serv- 
Ing as assistant superintendent. 


In four months time there was au 
enroliment of from five to fifty boys, 
all eager to learn. It is & pleasing 
vision that comes of the advance- 
ment year after year until the lo- 
cal Boys’ Club is not alone іп their 
own permanent home today, but has 
a Summer camp, a work shop build- 

Ing and many, many other adven- 
l tures. which have come about 
| through the influence of Mrs, Gu- 
| lick, for whom business men and 
philanthropists have much admira- 
tion, for she has carried on, despite 
discouragement and needs. 

She has sacrificed her own sal- 
ary, and her salary when paid by 
the club the last few years has been 
divided and used for the good of 
the club; for many years she has 
served with not alone no pay, but 
gave what she had toward the Boys’ 
Club cause, for it has been nearer 
her heart than other things—espe- 
cially since her three lovely daugh- 
ters and her mother departed this 
life. 


Constantly Growing Needs, 


One finds that the urge for larger | 
quarters brought about a solicita- 


i tion on the part of Mrs. Gulick of 


the merchants, who gave her $1 
each a month. She rented four 
rooms and then eight rooms later 
on in a better location. By this 


time the club had a plano, tools 
for manual training, eight drums, 
four bugles and a military com- 
pany, well drilled. 

Two rooms on the lower floor of 
the building were converted into a 
gymnasium; class rooms, library 
and office were on the second floor. 

The club also had a Summer 
camp on an income of $800 a year. 
The city donated $25 a month and 
from the grain of mustard back in 
1908 the club had grown into a 
flourishing affair and is expanded | 
much further today. Not one centi | 
of salary did Mrs. Gulick receive. | 

Possibly one could better realize 
how effective this Boys’ Club work 
has been if the mental vision could 
carry one back to those years of 
the early 1900s when the “Hot Ta.

Lex Nichols, active in the 
Terre Haute Boys Club since its 
inception, has announced his in- 
tention to retire as craít in- 
structor effective Sept. 1. 


Nichols is a charter member 
of the Boys' Club in Terre Haute, 
joining in 1905, the first year of 
the club’s operation. 


The veteran instructor first 
became a paid employee of the 
Boys' Club in 1913, when he was 
assigned to take charge of the 
soap and towels at the old club- 
house on Chestnut St. 

In 1920 Nichols was appointed 
assistant superintendent of the 
club and he remained in that 
post until 1938, when he chose 
to become head of the crafts de- 
partment.
